The 
three 150 k.v.a. transformers 
which formerly served the town 
have now been replaced with three 
250 k.v.a. transformers, jumping 
tlie sub-station eapneity from 450 
k.v.a. to 750 k.v.a. The new trans¬ 
formers are large enough to meet 
the electric power demands of the 
town for several years to come, 
the Advocate was told by Don 
Buehler, local manager for Cal¬ 
gary Power.

PERENNIAL SOW THISTLE — 

A SERIOUS MENACE: 

Perhaps more than any other 
weed, sow thistle appears to be 
making a strong effort to spread 
itself widely in Alberta this year. 
Although it appears solid in a few 
fields, in most cases the infesta¬ 
tion is in scattered patches. The 
supervisor of Soils and Weed Con¬ 
trol, W. Lobay reports a tout- 
through the High River area 
showed definite increase in sow¬ 
thistle, but generally, the weeds 
were still in the patchy stage. 

Much" Sow Thistle is in bloom 
now and will soon be going to seed. 
At thi* stage It can be effectively 


cut down to prevent seeding. 
Where the thistle is still budding, 
patches in grain can be sprayed 
with 2,4-D solution using a knap¬ 
sack sprayer lo prevent seed for¬ 
mation. 

After harvest if land is to be 
summit-fallowed, tillage practices 
to destroy top growth should be¬ 
gin immediately and continue 
throughout next summer. It is im¬ 
portant that tillage operation be 
performed just prior to freeze-up 
as it is at this time that generally 
considerable damage is done to 
Perennial Sow Thistle. On Very 
light textured soil where frequent 
cultivation is not advisable, the 
initial work in fallow could be left 
until the thistle is in bud. 2,4-D 
at about 1 pound per acre applied 
two weeks before tilling would 
hasten eradication. Thorough till¬ 
age at freeze-up should be con¬ 
tinued as necessary. 

If patchy infested land is not 
intended to be tallowed, cultiva¬ 
tion as described above should be 
done this fall. Farmers must, how¬ 
ever, be prepared to spray th-- 
crop next year otherwise this weed 
will soon lake over. 

On non-erop land, esters of 2,4-D 
is repeated dosages of about one 
pound per acre will do much to 
control, if not completely eradicate 
the thistle.

This week we are passing on a 
paper prepared by Wm. Lobay and 
A. W. Goettel of Soils and Weed 
control, Deparlmen’t of Agricul¬ 
ture, Edmonton. This deals with 
fall cultivation and seems particu¬ 
larly appropriate at this time, 
when there are only a few short 
weeks left to do something about 
Ihe weed problem for 1959. 

“Early completion of this year’s 
harvest provides an excellent op¬ 
portunity for fall tillage. There 
are a number of advantages of cul¬ 
tivating botli th-- stubble and fal¬ 
low fields in the fall. Fall cultiva¬ 
tion will cover weed seeds to in¬ 
duce early spring germination, with 
pioper ridging will protect Ihe 
soil surface from winter soil drift¬ 
ing and spring runoff. It may also 
increase the yield of next year’s 
crop. _ 

Weed si-eds such us wild oats, 
stink week, mustard, thistles, etc., 
can he induced to germinate early 
in ihe spring and then killed be¬ 
fore seeding. Late cultivations an! 
the very important ones- in the 
control of perennials. These opera¬ 
tions should be continued up to 
freeze up when Ihe kill on eouen 
grass, thistles, toadflax, Leafy 
Spurge and other perennial weeds 
is best. In the case of wild oat 
st eds these should be allowed to

before they are covered in the 
fall. A combination of early 
maturity of the wild oats and a 
dry fall this year has allowed this 
lo take place and cultivation can 
procet <1 at any time. 

We must use im.pl mients which 
will cover weed seeds enabling 
them to germinate and to leave 
the land in such a condition that 
w ind and water t rosion losses ai c 
minimize*!. Such implements as one 
ways, diskt-rs ind blade cultivators 
will do this job best. These imple¬ 
ments will leave most of the 
stubble on the surface. A narrow 
shovelled cultivator used where 
straw cover : s light will leave a 
portion of Ihe stuoble standing up¬ 
right anti will cheek 'he movement 
ol soil and snow. On fallow lands 
especially sub.i -ct to -rosion, slop' s 
should be ridged along Ihe contour 
to pft'V* nt excessive run-off in the 
spring.

Why were 
we chosen to receive one of these catalogues? It is 
quite apparent that the mailing list is aimed at avoid¬ 
ing jewelers who know values in their own retail lines. 

Dealing with every type of merchant every day 
does give us some knowledge of -values in a wide 
variety of merchandise and a brief 3tudy of the cata¬ 
logue revealing some startling facts. A portable sew¬ 
ing machine, for example was listed at retail values 
of $189.50 to be sold wholesale at $64.50. A check with 
an Edmonton retail store which handles the line re¬ 
vealed that a standard model fitting the description 
(no model number is given in the catalogue) retailed 
for $49.50. 

A check with local jewelers also indicates that 
much of the merchandise listed can be purchased right 
here in Wetaskiwin for LESS than the wholesale price 
quoted in the catalogue.

Fall Cultivation 

Early completion of this year’s 
harvest provides an excellent op¬ 
portunity for fall tillage. There 
are a number of advantages of 
cultivating both the stubble and 
fallow fields in the fall. 

Fall cultivation will: 

(a) Cover weed seeds to induce 
early spring germination. 

(b) With proper ridging, protect 
the soil surface from winter soil 
drifting and spring run-off. It may 
also increase the yield of next 
year’s crop. 

Weed seeds such us wild oats, 
stinkweed, mustard, thistles, etc., 
can be induced to germinate early 
in the spring and then killed be¬ 
fore seeding. Late cultivations are 
the very important ones in the 
control of perennials. These opera¬ 
tions should be continued up to 
freeze-up when I he kill on couch 
grass, thistles, toadflax, leafy 
spurge and other perennial weeds 
is best. In the case of wild oat seed 
these should be allowed to “dry¬ 
out” tor about three weeks before 
they are covered in the tall. A 
combination ot early maturity of 
the wild oats and a dry fall this 
year has allowed this to take place 
and cultivation can proceed at any 
-time. 

We must use implements which 
will cover weed Seeds enabling 
them to germinate and to leave 
the land in such a condition that 
wind and water erosion losses are 
minimized. Blade type implements 
will do this job best. These imple¬ 
ments- will -leave most of the 
stubble on the surface. A narrow 
shovelled cultivator used where 
straw cover is light will leave a

On fallow lands especially sub¬ 
ject to erosion, slopes should be 
ridged along the contour to pre¬ 
vent excessive run-off in the 
spring. Ridging or listering at right 
angles to prevailing winds will 
help reduce early winter soil drift¬ 
ing. 

Farmers are advised to start 
preparing their seed bed in the 
fail. This Is an excellent fall to 
“hit-back” at the unwanted weeds.
